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N the London Evening-Poft of Nov. 20, was 
publifhed the following Paragraph : ‘ We

« man, and waited upon the Bifhop for Deacon's orders,

has taken again to his old way, and is become a Teacher 
in another feparate congregation, where, tis. fuppofed, 
he will continue till he can find an opportunity to bet- 
ter himfelf in the Church. * —— On Nov. the 24th was 
pablifhed in our ggth Fournal, a Letter giving the fame 
account of this affair, with an additional circumftance 
or two. Upon which, a Letter was diretted to Mr. 
Bavius, dated Nov. 26, which, notwithftanding it abufed 
our whole Society, was publifhed in our next Fournal, 
without any reflections at all, leaving the world to judge 
« by what different {pirits the two Writers were a¢tuated. 
In our ror Fourna/, mention was made of fome Qb- 
fervations upon thofe two Letters, which had been read to 
the Society, but were too long to be inferted in that 
Paper. Thefe obfervations containing, among other 
things, a fhort Defence of our peng againit fome 
afp:rfions caft upon it in the lait of thofe two Letters, 
and repeated by fome of our Adverfaries; this Detence 
was thought the propereft conclufion that could be put 
to the Memoirs of our Society for this fecond year. 

The Writer of that Letter, who ftiles himfelf Catuo- 
Licus, charges our Fournal with being * a vehicle of 
* Party fcandal, malice, and ill-nature’, as an inftance of 
which, he ‘begs leave to point out that one of our iup- 
* pofed Mr. J- —-- sof Nayland, which he finds to be 
* very falfely and unjuitly related. *-——Ifit be, why did 
he not give a true and juit relation of it ? Has he been 
able to contradiét one circumftance ? And is not his fi- 
lence on this head, a tacit acknowledgement of the truth 
of the itory, at the fame time that he faintly pretends to 
deny it? 

But fuppofing it were ¢ literally true, he asks, who made 
* Mr. Bavius a Cenfor or Dictator, in matters either ci- 
« vil or religious? —— Mr. Bavius, aéted neither the 
Cenfor, nor the Dictator, with refpeét to the account 
ot this pretended Convert. Nay he did not aét even the 
part of an Hiftorian, in this affair, which the Author of 
ihe Lendon Evening Poff had done, and yet efcaped all 
centure. As Secretary of the Society of Grub-ftreet, he 
erly pudl'thed a letter from an unknown hand, word for 
word as he received it; without making the leaft re- 
flection upon any part of the contents thereof. To which 
if any aniwer had been fent, he would likewife probabiy 
have puol.fhed it in the fame manner. And thereiore Mr.. 
CatHoxnicus is ftrangely miftaken, in fuppofing Mr. Ba- 
vius the author of the fra Letter, in which he had no 
more hand, than he had in the fe¢ond; and knew no more 
from what perfon the former, than from whom the latter 
came.

yet, upon this, fuppofition, Mr. Bavius is abufed 
ihat Gentleman, who jays, * he is informed, that he 
is as teandelous in his morals, as uncharitable in his cen- 
ures: of which he gives two Inftances. The firft is, 
,®sr, Bavivs’s kind and human Treatment of the dead, 
* in his ridiculous account of Mr. Holman.’ -- This Mr. 
Hounan was a Diffenting Teacher, who happened to die 
a Church porch, above a year ago. Upon which ac- 
cident Mr. Quipnune had expreffed his hope, that the 
Diilenters would all in time be reconciled to the Church 
othe fame manver, Journ. 46. This expreflion having 
Seon centured in a letter as uncharitable, 1t was declared 
tallowing Fourna/, ‘that the literal fenfe of it be- 


ing abturd, it was to be underftood figuratively : and 
“ Taatas making an exit in the porch of the Church, is 
) die with fentiments as near to thofe of the Members 
ot the Church as poffible, without being one of them; 
>to with that @// Diffemters mieht fe reconci'ea’ in this 
manwer, could certainly be no wachai'e vith.’ With 
Cusaniwer theGenuleman, who hid Li: < expreflion, 
ed himlelt to be intirely tatshed, ia a letier, itill pre- 
ig@vec among the Papers of the Society. But Mr. Catuo- 
Svs, Seinga perion of much greater memory, learning, 
and region, trumps tp an old “ory of above a- years

lous immorality on this account; producing this as one 
flagrant inftance to prove the charge. -- ‘The other is, Mr. 
Bavius’s barbarous ufage of his own flefh and blood :* which 
words mutt likewife be underftood in a figurative fenfe, as 
wellas theReflection before-mentioned, and muft mean ‘ his 
barbarous ufage of the Members of our Society, whom he 
ought to look upon as bis own fiche and blood, compoling 
one and the fame body together with himfelf. For in the 
literal fenfe, they cannot poflibly be applied to one who is 
a fingle man, who has neither wife, nor child, nor was 
ever iufpected to have either. 

But Mr. Carunonicus rifes in his feandal, and fays, 
that Mr. Bavius *¢ is known to be a debauch’d Nonjuring 
Prielt.” — Had he faid a debauch’d perjured Prieft'it would 
have been more fevere, and equally truc: but perhaps he 
was afraid it might be applied to, or retorted upon joine 
of his own fraternity. Several perfons who were concern- 
ed in reviving the weekly aflembly of the Grub-ftreet So- 
ciety, know, that the perfon who took upon him the 
name of Mr. Bavius is not in orders, nor ever defigns to 
be fo. The Society may poffibly have fome Correfpon- 
dents, who are Nonjurors in the reftrained proper fence of 
that word; as they have certainly received letters from 
thofe who are fuch in a larger fenie. namely Quakers, as 
likewife from Presbyterians, Independents, &c. which have 
been publifhed. But as to the letter which occafioned all thefe 
falfe and malicious imputations, they have no more reaion 
to think, that it came from one of the former, than of the 
latter: nor ean they any more tell the real Author, than 
Mr. Caruoticus ; who has fo impudently charged it up- 
on Mr. Bavius, why, it is certain, did not write it. 

Mr. Bavius’s next crime, as the fuppofed writer of the 
Letter, is, that he‘ affirms, that the perfons who have 
* conformed to his pure and Orthodox Church, are men 
* of worth and merit.” But Catruoticus, who knows 
thefe Converts from the Diffenters much better, declares, 
that they only ¢ merit juft as muchas Mr. Bavivs, namely 
‘ contempt and ridicule.” —— A plain warning againft 
admitting fuch Converts too precipitately, and againit pla- 
cing any great truft and confidence in them when admit- 
ted. For according to this Gentleman’s account, while 
they only pretend to conform, they retain their integrity ; 
but as foon as ever they have aétually conformed, they be- 
come per‘ons of no worth and merit, but are defervedly 
contemptible and ridiculous to the world. 

But whiat is ftill a greater crime, in the Writer of that 
Letter, is, that he aflerts, that ¢ Bifhop Hoadly and Mr 
* Ollyffe have trampled Dr. Calamy under their feet.” Thi, 
Carnozicus fays, * is not truth, but if it were, Mr. James 
* Peirce has deteated two of the Churches Gaire Cocks, 
* Dr. Nichols and Dr. Wells; and laid thofe two {piritual 
‘ Drummers at his feet with a witnefs.’ — Both thefe ac- 
counts tend very much to the honour of our Society, in 
fhewing that one fingle perfon, who has been converiant in 
the writings of our Members, is always more than a match 
for any other; and that fometimes two Game Cocks of the 
Church, two /piritua! Drummers, have been cut down by 
One of the Dunghill breed, by One temporal Drummer, 
whofe carnal fift could beat the ecclefiafiic dium loudeft, 
and thereby make the ftrongelt impulfe upon the drum of 

his auditors cars. 

In the next place Mr. Catuonicus advifes Mr. Bavius, 
' under the name of Mr. Nu—]] (Mr. Numfkull] « not to 

* lie any more on that fide ot the hedge, &c. adding, 
‘ that he could give a Lilt of prefent Incumbents, who do 
* much fervice to that fame Church by their ‘frequent de- 
* baucheries, drunkennefs, and other fuch like neceflary 
* conitituent qualities of a ftaunch true orthodox fon of the 
* fteeple.” ———- Sce here the moderation of a true blue 
Prefbyterian! who whilit he is accufing Nir. Bavius of 
ill-nature, malice, cenforioulnefs, and bigotry, declares in 
fo many words, ‘ that debauchery, and drunkennefs are me- 
cefary confituent qualities of a ftaunch orthodox foa of 
the ftceple.” But why is Son of the feeple afed here as aa 
appellation of reproach? Were not the tore-fathers of the 





prefent Diflenters once Sons, or (to ule his own word ap- 
| plied to Mr. Bavius) rather bafards of the freeple here in 

England; in the pious times, when religion and rebeltion 
| Went hand in hand? Does he not think his Dear Brethren 
in Scotiand at leaft adopted jons of the flerple even at this 
time? But perhaps the addition of orthodox alters the nature 
of the terin. It fo, let that odious word be changed, and 
let them be called faunch heterodox fons of the feeple. 
Aud as thele Gentlemen have no averfion toa feeple, pro- 








tho’ it have a Popifh Cro%s, and generally a Weather-ccck 
upon it: fo thefe tivo decorations are very proper emblem, 
the onc of their moderation towards pericns of a different 
periuafion, and the other of their loyalty and fidelity to 
Princes. 

This laft duty he very gravely récommends to Mr. Ba- 
vius in theconclufion, advifing him to real © the exca 

* lent Writings of Bithop Hoadly and Mr. Ollyfe upon 
* that furrjeet 5 and hopes it will prevent his fregueit a} 
* Kes of low wit againit the prefent Government, and it 

* heartieft Friends. - Mr. Bavius, to fhew the regard 
he has for this faithful Monitor, aud friendly Advilor, as 
he ftiles himfelf, has juft now endeavoured at a flight of 
higher wit, and attempted to foar even as high asa Steep/e. 
And as he is not conicious to himéelf of having hitierto 
made any fallies of low wit again)? the prejent Gavern- 
ment, ard its beartie® Friends: fo he promiies not to do 
it for the future. Reervipg however to himéelf the right, 
as long as he is employed in the honourable poit he 4t pre 
fent injoys, of publifhing all fuch Papers as are approved 
By the Society, and which tend to expofe fuch Writers as 
CatTuHo icus; who, it is evident by his letter, cannot 
write one page of true Englifh. And if /oze wit Le fome- 
times employed on this oceafion ; for this condeicenfion to 
their capacity, they are certainly the more ablized to our 
Society : who, incouraged by the fucceis of their labours, 
are refolved to proceed in their defign; being well! aflu 
red that their writing againft the ignorance, inpudence, 
and impiety of fome mode:n ‘Authors, will never be inter- 
preted by any Judges but themfelves, to be wr.ting againtt 
the prejert Government, and its bef? and heartieal Frie, ds
